Monsignor Nezic, a Croat about 38 yeers old, has been nominated 
as successor to Toros in the Parenzo Diocese, 


2. On or about 9 September 1950, after having assumed his duties in Nova Gorica, 
Monsignor Toros made a courtesy call on Boris iKraligher, Minister of the Interior 
of the lepublic of Slovenia, and wes cordially received, The two men discussed 
Chureh-Sta': relations, State assistance to the Church, and the pligi.t of the 
Jappene Ge Tey in Italy.
